lt now transpires that after the mayor had entered into an agreement with the Klein- 
worts that no further Edmonton issues would be offered in London until such time as the 
underwriters had had opportunity to place the eleven million issue which they had taken, the 
Edmonton school board went into the London market with school bonds which were hawked 
about the city at 90. 


The school bonds are backed by the same security as the city bonds for which the 


underwriters had paid 96, and as the sale price of the school bonds was approximately 10) 


per cent. lower than the Kleinworts were offering the city bonds at, the position which the 
offer of the schoo! bond issue placed the underwriters in can well be imagined. Upon the 
underwriters protesiing, the school bonds were taken off, it is true, and a market for them 
was afterward found in Toledo, but the damage had already been done. 

This embarrassing situation coming immediately on top of the disclosure that the cily 
hall executive here had blundered to the extent of eight hundred thousand dollars in the secur- 
ity offered in the matter of paving, it is not to be wondered at that the purchasers of eleven 
million dollars’ worth of city bonds became a trifle vexed, not to say hostile, and their 
placidily would not be improved much when they found that they were unable to get an 
answer to their cablegram to the mayor‘asking that the date of the final payment be extended 
sufficiently to permit the market to right itself after the shock administered by the illegitimate 
offering of the school bonds, the mayor being asked to get the city’s bond-issue into trans- 
mutable form in the meantime so that the underwriters could dispose of the bonds as rapidly 
as they were required to pay the money over to the city. 

Quite evidently there has been terribly bad management in the handling of Edmon- 
ton’s bond issue, so bad that it is astonishing that the underwriters did not throw up the 
whole deal and leave the city to shift for itself, as they threatened to do in their now famous 
“war clause cabie. ia 

Nevertheless, and in spite of all this mishandling, it appears that the underwriters are 
prepared {o meet the August payment upon the due date if the city will do its share by 
rectifying the errors in arithmetic made in the city hall, and thereby putting the bond issue 
into such furm that the underwriters can haudle them. 

This leaves the whole responsibility distinctly up to the mayor. If he is sufficientl; 
alert and if he is sufficiently solicitous about the city’s welfare, he will set right the eight hun- 
dred thousand blunder in the paving figures, ana the other blunders in the figuring of five 
or six other bylaws, and will have the bond issue in shape for handling by the time the under- 
writers have a market ready. ; 

If he fails to do this and if, in consequence, the underwriters should refuse to go 
farther with him, then the responsibility is his-and he is the man against whom must be laid 
the blame for any curtailment in the programme of public work. ;

ACRES OVER LAST FALL 


Oats and Flax Show an In- 
crease Compared With a 
Season Ago and Decreases 
Seen in Rye and Hay and 
Clover, 


Ottawa, July 45.—Reports  recelved 
from correspondents at the end of 
June enable the census and statistics 
office to issue finally revised estimates 
of the areas: sown to spring crops this 
year and also estimates of the areas 
devoted to the latter sown ceréals and 
hosd crops. 

With regard ‘to wheat, the reports 
are entirely confirmatory of thoso Is- 
sued a month ago, and the area under 
wheat in Canada {s, therefore, finally 
placed at 9,816,300 acres, or 57,000 
acres more than In 1912. 

The area ip spring wheat {s 8,990,- 
500 acres, or 13,100 acres more than 
In 4912, and the area to be harvested 
of fall wheat remains at 825,800 acres. 

Oats are estimated to occupy 9,646,- 
400 acres, an Increase of 429,600 
acres; flax 4,430,800 acres, an Increase 
of 15,600 acres; rye 127,200 aores, a 
deorease of 8,910 acres; and hay and 
clover 7,621,600 acres, a deorease of 
12,000, 

The acreages under the later sown 
ccreals and hoed crops are cstimated 
to be as follows: : 

Buckwheat, 268,500; flax seed, 4,- 
288,600; corn for husking, 290,800; 
beans, 58,680; rere 467,800; tur- 
nips, etc., 215,900; sugar beets, 10,- 
250, and corn for. fodder, 277,990. 

These are Increases In the case of 
potatoes, turnips, etc,, sugar beets and 
corn for fodder, but decreases in the 
case of the other crops. 

in Northwost Provinces. 


For. the three northwest provinces 
of Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alber- 
ta the-total wheat is finally estimated 
at 9,018,800 acres, as compared with 
8,961,800 acres last year; that of oats 
at 5,085,800 acres, compared with 
4,948,900 acres, and that of barley at 
857,700 acres, compared with 709,- 
900 acres—these differences —repre- 
senting Increases of 52,000 acres for 
wheat,..

ST ENTRE EMPIRE 
‘BILL EXCELLENT 


“The Kingdom of Destiny,” 
the Headline Feature, Is 
Somewhat ‘Highbrow”? 


“The Kingdom of Destiny,” present- 
ed at the Empire this week, strikes: one 
as having been written by: an: earnest, 
scholarly man without the — faintest 
glimmering of humor, one whose muse 
enthroned afar off in rare cold heights 
might descend now and then to the 
dignified. rostrum of a college, but 
would never be expected to flap on 
to the vaudeville stage. 

Edward Davis, the author, evidently 
knows the musical possibilities of Eng- 
lish, and has written verse that “has 
the cool, musical sound of water. 
Even when the meaning of the lines is 
obscure, the pleasant sound ts there. 
It {s also evident that Davis wrote his 
allegory, one knee bent humbly to the 
ground and the gther supporting his 
pad before the shrines of John Bunyan, 
Shakespeare and Chaucer and a long 
line of those who haye wrilten or 
chanted symbolic stories since the 
world bezan. 

The author and also the impersona- 
tor of power, the King, has set out lo 
“express a symbolism of life,” to quote 
his own words, He has set the time as 
Past and the Present, and the place as 

a Throne Room in the House of Life. 
Tt the King is Everyman and the place 
just Life, then’ why make the locale 
Italy or the period the seventeenth cen- 
tury? And why the costumes? Love 
glides about the staze with flowing 
hair, white feet protected only by san- 
dals, and beauty, half revealed by 
leathern garment laced with thongs. 
Loves costume belongs to no period, 
and so does not jar. Power, the King, 
on the contrary, wears Jewelled: hecis, 
the cloak, trunks and doublet of a ro- 
mentic tenor minus the searf about his 
middle. Why not flowing robes of 
wine red, or purple and gold, made 
to suggest no sartorial period. Lust 
floats about the stage in a whirl of 
spangles and pink fleshlings that might 
be attractive to a man from the con- 
struction camps, but certainly not to 
a voluptuary like the King, whose 
senses, drugged with too much beauty, 
want something new to make them 
quiver into Ufe again. The climax {n 
costuming ig reached when art comes 
on the stage in high-heeled shoes, a 
gown slit to her knees and a jawelled 
Stick. © Such -a costume might haye 
been designed by a producer of musical 
comedies’as the correct attire of an 
Englisi peeress being presented at a 
royal drawing ruom,. but surely that 
was not Mr, Davis’ ‘conception ‘of art 
-when he came to ive to it the body 
and allurements of a woman, and must 
clothe it. 

So much for the costuming. The 
reading of their-lines by every member 


of the company is excellent, © Their 
voices are colorful, and every little 
Syllable is given its full value, If for 


nv other reason, the allegory {3 excel- 
lent because it is written In. simple, 
beautiful, musical English, 

The entire bill is one of the best of 
the season. It opens with a snappy 
aerial act by tha Cromwells and then 
introduces Robins, an Imitator of mu- 
sical instruments, whose whimsies kept 
the audience jn a canstant fitter. 

Williams, Thompson and Copeland, 
in the Burglars’ Union, haye mueh the 
same effect on the audience as a start 
er in a race who gels all the contest- 
ants toelng the line, and impatient for 
the. start, and then. suddenly. says: 
“Well, 1 guess we won't have the race 
today,” and walks away, Jessie James 
and Jimmie, the latest recruit to the 
Burglurs' Vnion, have the audience all 
ready to hold their sides with laughter, 
and then théy walk off, which, per- 
haps, after all, is the motif of the bit. 

The Three Du-For Boys are a trio 
of nice, ladylike chaps. who dance re- 
markably well.
